Yesterday's Parliamentary Papers show that 
Mr. Nugent asked thé Postmaster-General 
whether, with reference to the demand of the 
Post Office employés for an advance in wages 
to meet the extra cost of living entailed by the 
war, he will state whether there is any differ- 
ence as between London and Dublin in_ the 
wages paid to the various grades of Post Office 
employés; if so, what these differences are; 
whether he will also state if there are a number 
of senior positions in the Dublin Post Office 
vacant; if similar places in Great Britain have 
been filled up as @ matter of course; and what 
is the reason why the Dublin vacancies have 
not been filled up; what action, if any, he pro- 
poses to take in this matter; and whether, in 
view of the grievances of which the Dublin 
Post Office re am Ar already complain, he will 
consider the advisability of receiving a deputa- 
tion from their accredited representatives. 

Mr. Pease replied—The level of wages paid 
to Post Office employés generally in the pro- 
vinces, including Dublin, is lower than in Lon- 
don. For detaiis of particular classes I wou! 
refer the hon. member to the estimates in which 
the different scales are published. In answer 
to the hon. member's question of the 7th March 
last, I furnished particulars of the vacancies 
in supervising grades at Dublin and certain 
other large towns, and the number which had 
been filled. Since then I have authorised pro- 
motion at Dublin and elsewhere. At the pre- 
sent time it is necessary to consider, as each 
vacancy arises, whether the state of the work re- 
quires it to be filled, and Dublin is not 
treated exceptionally in this respect. I do not 
think that any good purpose would be served 
by ae receiving a deputation from the Dublin 
siaff.

(PROM OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT IX IRELAND.) 

An Army Order hae been published in regard to 
the leakage of military information concerning 
operations of the Army in the Field, in which it is 
pointed out that each officer or man who privately 
transmits information, even to those on whose 
discretion he may have the most te reliance, 
inevitably facilitates the task of the ehemy ‘gs agents, 
and indirectly sagrifices the lives of his comrades. 
A copy of this Army Order ig being issued to ail 
officers serving in the Army, with instructions io 
bring it continually to the notice of those serving 
under them. in o that all. ranks may co-operate 
to ensure that the progress of the Army is not im- 
perilled, or rendered more costly, by the criminal 
folly of a few individual. 

The War Office has notified thai, in the case of 
appointments filled by alternative ranks, euch as 
the command of a dápál unit of supply, which may 
be held by either a captain or subaltern, it is im 
material which rank of officer is actually in that 
position. A captain may, therefore, be appointed to 
@ position for which the alternative ranks of captain 
or subaitern are laid down, and a subaltern who 
happens to beid such a position, when promoted 
to the rank of Captain in the ordinary course, may 
écontinue to hold the appointment. A svubaltern 
cannot, however, be tegarded as having & claim to 
special promotion by virtee of holding the position. 

The standard of height for recruits for the Army 
Cyclists Corps has been altered, the minimum height 
for the present being fixed at five feet four inches.

Mr. GRAHAM was informed by Mr. McKenna 
that payments for admission to agricultural 
shows were subject to the entertainment tax, 
unless the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
were satisfied that any exceptions vided in 
Section 1 (5) of the Finance (New Duties) Act, 
1916, were applicable, and this could only be 
determined by the Commissioners on considera- 
tion of the particular cireumstances of each case.
